Mr. Tsai is a. Cantonese by: birth 
and is 88 years of age. He.’comes 
from a very old family of Canton 
and his father. was ‘a noted official 
under the former Manchu_ regime 
who was’ well-known in Shanghai. 
After receiving his preliminary educa- 
tion under private tutors, Mr. Tsai 
went to the United States and enter- 
ed Columbia Univérsity, from which 
institution he graduated with the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science. . 

Upon his return to Shanghai, he 
immediately joined the Industrial & 
Commercial Bank, of which institu- 
tion he was formerly a director: He 
left this position to join the broker- 
age firm of Chun & Kwok, but, at4 
the beginning of this year, he Jaunch- 
ed inte the foreign exchange market, 
associating himself with the firm of 
Benjamin & Potts, share.and generat 
brokers. 38 

It was known for some time that 

it was the intention of the Commit- 
tee of the Shanghai Stock Exchange 
to admit a Chinese to membership, 
and, when it was announced that Mr. 
Tsai had been selected, little surprise 
was occasioned as it was considered 
“| that he was one of the best men for 
the _nosition. ‘ a ae 
-Mr. Tsai -is a member~ of many 
Shanghai organisations and has mad¢ 
a name for ‘himself among foreign-, 
ers and Chinese in the sporting. 
world. . He is a member of the Can-, 
ton’. Guild, the -Kwangtung Club, 
Shanghai. Revolver Club, the Inter- 
national Recreation Club, the Chin- 
ase Jockey Club, the Greyhound Rac- 
ing Club (of which he is a member 
of the executive committee), the 
Shanghai International Greyhound 
Club, the Champ de Courses, and the 
Shanghai Clay Pigeon Club, as well 
as a host of other public bodies. 

For-some time he was the owner 
of several well-known ponies but, to 
use his own words, “I had no luck 
and so I gave it up as a bad job.” 
As .a greyhound owner, however, 
much better fortune attended him for 
he was fortunate in securing such 
fine dogs as Romford and Robin 
Hood, the former being the holder of 
the 730 yards China hurdle eham- 
pionship at Luna Park, defeating 
Frontier. Force for the title. 

In addition, Mr. Tsai is an all- 
round athlete and is the possessor 
of numerous: trophies. which proved 
his ability asa field and track man 
during his younger days. He is an 
excellent shot both with rifle and 
pistol, takes an interest in clay 
pigeon shooting and other- outdoor 
sports, is a fine tennis player but, he 
says, “I’m no good at golf yet.” Kao

“TRUTH” oN THE PRESENT: 

: » SITION - 
POSSIBILITIES OF APPRECIATION 

The following comments upon the 
rubber position. are taken. from 
“Truth” of July 3:— 

The commodity market has spent 
an extremely quiet ‘and uninteresting 
week, the quotation for spot deli- 
veries fluctuating within, very narrow 
limits, Stocks increased ..last week 
by 385 tons in the London warehouses 
and 113 tons in Liverpool, total sup- 
plies at these ports now amounting 
to 35,610 tons. ., 

Larger supplies of rubber appar- 
ently are -now on the way to the 
United Kingdom,- not as the result of 

i in Eastern shipments, 
of. smaller deliveries to 
America. .' For the first four weeks 
in June direct shipments from the 
East to..the. U.S:A. ‘averaged less 
than 9,000 tons per -week, in com- 
parison with-from 16,000 to 12,000 
tons in the . earlier period of the 
year, A leading firm of London deal- 
ers points out that this development 
will be a good feature, as London is 
obviously’ the better market to hold 
and control reserve stocks. The 
switching. of the balance of power- to 
this market will, they say, make for 
much healthier trading conditions. 

A leading firm of Stock Exchange 
brokers have “issued a special cir- 
cular io their clients in’ which they 
discuss the rubber position and point 
out the promising prospects of 
material appreciation in share values 
that should follow a moderate ad- 
vance in the price of the raw 
material, The first thing. to grasp, 
it is stated, is.that there would be 
no need for the price of rubber to 
jump to any inflated figure in order 
to ‘bring about a substantial risé in 
the share market. : There is a wide- 
spread impression:-that a-return to 
4s. 6d. per |b. for..the comniodity will 
be necessary in’ order to restore 
share values to the 1925 basis. Such 
‘a view,- it is rightly contended, is 
erroneous, we 

In the first place, the outputs of 
the Malayan and Ceylon estates were 
restricted in 1925 to 60 per cent. of 
a theoretical standard production— 
now proved, in: most. cases, to be 
much under-assessed —- and costs, ac- 
cordingly, were generally in excess of. 
.a shilling per. ib. To-day, many 
estates are producing at more than 


twice the 1925 rate,-and all-in pro-| 


duetion costs are, in many cases, 
down to the vicinity of 6d.. These 
are the reasons. advanced -for the 
assertion that “a rise in the com- 
modity to 1s. 6d: per lb would 
justify .an. improvement in share 
values which would, in -many cases, 
represent a return to the quotations 
of 1925.” — It,tigk pointed out, more- 
over, ~ that -in ‘Sahes event ‘of -fubber 
showing -any: likelihood of reaching 
1s. 6d, per Ib,,-. share quotations 
would be pushed.up in anticipation. 
Accordingly, it would not be_neces- 
sary even to-await eighteen-penny 
rubber before seeing quotations re- 
eatabliohed on the 1925 “boom”

REPARATIONS PROGRAMME

General Dawes, the American Am- 
bassador, was present last month at 
a dinner at which Sir Josiah Stamp, 
the British representative at the Re- 
parations Conference, was entertain- 
ed by the Society of Incorporated 
Accountants and Auditors, in. London, 
In the course of the proceedings Sir 
Josiah Stamp said that this welcome 
to the -Americaxr Ambassador would 
probably’ be ‘different from any that 
the latter had yet received, in so far 
as it: took upon itself a personal 
character resting upon a friendship 
cemented by common. difficulties sur- 
mounted:.and a respect for the Gen- 
eral’s great qualities of _ heart and 
mind, which had been seen under all 
circumstances, private and q&icial. 

Sir Josiah proceeded to refer to the 
work of the recent Reparations Com- 
mittee and paid a high tribute to the 
Chairmanship.of Mr. Owen Young, 
for no solution could, he said, have 
been reached without Mr. Young's. in-| 
vineible determination to find a way. 
So far as his own part in the mat- 
ter was concerned, the British con- 
tribution was only ‘made possible by 
the imperturbable gocd temper and 
unflagging co-operation and resource- 
fulness of Sir Charles. Addis. 

_ Comparison of Values

Was it generally known that at the 
outset the experts at the Reparations 
Conference in Paris left Sir Josiah to 
formulate the basis of discussion, and 
that the final report, now known as 
the Young Plan, was drafted by him? 
This report embodies. four. months’ 
arduous work by the Committee of 
Experts, the intensity of the labour 
being indicated by the fact that the 
report alone was completed, condens- 
ed to 40 pages, revised, and. signed 
within 72 hours of agreement being 
reached. eas 

They readily recognised the service 
which he had rendered to his country, 


to Hurope, and, indeed; to the world 
by the single-minded application of his 
remarkable gifts to the successful 
solution of the problem of reparations 
and inter-Allied debts. The spirit of 
Locarno “was ‘the nearer. for his 
labours.” aes 
General Dawes said: that in America 
they knew Sir Josiah Stamp, in the 
words of Mr. Lioyd George, as “the 
greatest practical economist in the 
world.” ‘He had done -great work for 
the peace of the world. 2

The principal witness for the 
prosecution was Mr. A. S. Mac- 
Kichan, of Messrs. Leigh and 
Orange. He said that on the even- 
Ing- in question he drove down 
Beach-road- in his-*motor ear, a 
Sunbeam Tourer. “His Chinese 
driver was in charge of the car, 
and he (witness) sat in the back. 

After passing under the bridge 
and when his car was at a bend on 
the left of the road, just below the 
garage, defendant’s car suddenly 
appeared and: the collision occur- 
red. At that time his (witness's) 
car was well into the’ left side of 
the road. ‘ 
Raining Heavily 
Witness added that it was rain- 


ing- very heavily at the time, bunt] > 


his side-screens. were- not up, and 
there was a perfect vision.in front 
of the car. As his car rounded the 
bend, he saw defendant’s car, .an 
Erskine Sedan, making straight for 
him, and he instantly knew that.a 
collision was unavoidable. 
Defendant's. car was 

ciently over the middle - 
of the road to- hit -the right 
of his ‘car, At the time 
of the collision his car could not 
have got any further inte its left 
side of the road, and he estimated 
the speed it was travelling at from’ 
12 to 14 miles per hour. He could 
not say at what- speed the defen- 
dant’s car was going, and did not 
care to give. any estimate, but he 
understood that it was on second 
gear.

“Pat on the Brakes” 

As soon as. he saw that a collision 
was imminent, ‘witness told - his 
driver to put on the brakes, and as 
his car stopped the other hit it on 
the offside crumpling up the off 
wing and doing considerable other 
damage, which included the break- 
ing of the steering gear. The car 
was stopped dead at the impact, 
and the nose- of the other car 
hit his car’s bumper, a-dent on

Replying to the“Magistrate, Mr. 


MacKichan said there was plerity of |- 


room on -his | (witness’s). right 
for an -upward. car to pass, 
as the. road was wide, and 
he was well into his left side 
of the road. After the collision, 
defendant’s car passed on carrying 
away the hub cap of his right front 
wheel and the running board. It 
eventually stopped about five yards 
‘behind, on its proper side of*the 
road. * 
Answering other questions, Mr. 
MacKichan said that the width of 
the road was 20 feet. He did not

place it roughly-at 6 feet 6 inches.

Mr. Lo: The bend is sharper than 
it appears on the chart his Worship 
drew ?—It is not a quick bend. 

I am ‘not suggesting that it is 
a hairpin -bend; ‘but it is “sharper 
‘than on the chart... Not so easy? 
Yes. 

I suggest to you that: it. is harder 
to judge the relative positions of 
two moving objects on a bend than 
on the straight?—May I put it an- 
other way, Mr. Lo? 

Magistrate: Why not agree with 
him.or disagree? 

Mr. Lo: That’s very cheerful. 
I am prepared to have it either way 
from you, Mr. MacKichan. _ 

Mr. MacKichan: I am not pre- 
pared to say “yes” no “no.” 

Mr. Lo: kd fair enough, 
thank you. : 

Answering ee question, Mr. 
MacKichan said defendant hadn’t 
time to swerve to his side of the 
road and avoid an accident. 

Mr. Lo: Coming “to the speed} 
at which you said you were travel- 
ling, do you seriously suggest that 
you were going at, 12 to 14 miles? 
—You can go faster. 

No Crawling! 

That is not the point. I do more 
‘than that myself on that road. I 
would not think to crawl down at 
that slow speed. What I ask is do 
you suggest’ that you actually 
crawled down that road?—We had 
to slow down at a previous hairpin 
bend. 

Pressed on the point, Mr. Mae- 
Kichan allowed that his car might 
have been going at .15 miles ‘per 
hour, but he estimated it at the 
time at 18 to 14. ; 

You estimated it sitting back 
comfortably in the rear seat! 

Referring to the straight seratch 
along the edge of the running 
board of Mr. MacKichan’s car, Mr. 
Lo suggested that. the impact was 
a glancing blow and not a” head- 
tong collision. 

‘Mr. MacKichan disagreed. He 
said defendant’s right wheel hit 
his right’ wheel: at a. slight 
angle. It must have been a 
theadiong collision 
place beeause his mudguard was

B. J. Carnell who - was one time 
the.

Magistracy on 
Friday morning on charges of fraudu- 
lent conversion of money belonging. to 
the Dollar Directory Company. to his 
own nse.

With a wide 
knowledge of economies and in- 
dustrial ‘history, combined with ex- 
perience gained im daily contact 
with workers. during. ‘strikes, Miss 
Kyong proved one of the ‘ablest 
among the many influential women 
who constituted the industrial _sec- 
tion of the conference. 
Each an Expert 
Particularly fine was her -sum- 
ming-up of the White-Australia 
policy and the Immigration Re- 
striction Acts of America. She 
traced these to economic rather 


than cultural or racial causes, and} 


pointed out their palpable weak- 
nesses, drawing attention to the ex- 
portation . of capital to China for 
the exploitation of Chinese iabour 
in the production of goods for sale 
in America and Australja in ¢om- 
petition with the préducts of the 
workers of those countriss.

AFFIDAVITS 


THE OLD LOAFER OF 

: THE, LAW Soest 
(By a legal correspondent in the 

London “Morning Post”) 

In a Chancery Court some days 
ago a member of the Bar made a 
statement .concerning- a motion 
which seemed almost beyond: belief, 
and noticing a surprised look on 
the face of the judge, he hastened 
to.explain that his informant was 
prepared to say-the statement was 
absolutely true. Fixing his gaze 
upon counsel, and laying down his 
pen, -the judge quietly asked, “will 
he. say it in an affidavit?” 

Those few words disclosed the 
importance which judges attach to 
a sworn affidavit. To make a state- 
ment orally is one thing; to ¢om- 
mit it to paper and- swear to its 
accuracy is quite a different thing, 
and experience teaches that there 
are many people who, while pre- 
pared calmly to do the firet act, 
have qualms. about doing - the 
second, Very ancient in origin, and 
‘in most extensive use, the affidavit 
is a necessary and vital bart of the 
machinery of the law. 

In the motley crowds of profes- 
sional men, shopkeepers, and idlers 
who used to congregate in old 
Westminster Hall when the judges 
sat there, were many loafers known 


‘las “Affidavit men,” or “Knights of 


the Post,” because they were. in the 
habit of loitering near stationary 
objects like pillars and posts, where 
they could readily be found. 


Swearing to Anything 


Their occupation was the making 
of affidavits for small recompense 
when required: their reputation 
that of being ready to swear to any- 
thing, true or false. As a means of. 
easy identification they had wisps 
of straw stuck in their boots, 

Most equity litig&tion was at one 
time conducted through affidavits. 
But when the Judicature Acts 
brought equity and common-law 
Procedure into closer harmony, a 
change came about, and evidence 
by affidavit was made dependent 
upon the consent of both, sides. 
Moreover, it was open .to the ‘judge, 
if he thought it desirable, to order 
the person who swore the affidavit 
to be examined orally. Mostly the 
affidavit. now appears in prelimin- 
aries to trial: But quite recently, 
and in exceptional circumstances; a 
decree nisi in divorce has been 
solely, on  affidavitory 
evidence. 

“ Lord Mansfield’s profound ap- 
preciatj ‘of the weakness and 
jnon-flexibility of affidavits was re- 
in his observation that 
“affidavits so studiously and art- 
fully penned as to be safely sworn 
in one sense and read in another 
are an aggravation,” as well as in 


rhis constant refusal to try the 


merits af a case upon. affidavits. 
Teehnically a deponent “swears” 
an affidavit, and a judge “takes” it. 
A deposited affidavit is said to be 
“filed,” and thereon hangs a whim- 
sical story told of Mr. Tim Healy, 
K.C.. While a case was proceeding 
in whieh he appeared, a raucous 
voice was heard issuing from an 
adjoining room. “Do you know 
what that noise is, Mr. Healy?” 
asked the Judge. “I think it must 
be one of my Isarned frienda- fil- 
ing an affidavit,’ was the reply,
